Packers’ Messages, Urgingtigh- 
er Prices, Read in Court 


Government Contends_ Tele- 
grams Show That Armour 
& Co. Fixed Costs Which 
the Eastern Representatives 
Were Expected to Obtain. 


Chicago, February 16.—Seven hun- 
dred and twenty-five telegrams sent 
by T. G. Lee, manager of Armour & 
Co.'s beef department, and his assist- 
ants in July and August, 1910, to east- 
ern representatives, urging them to 
obtain higher prices for dressed meats, 
were introduced in evidence by the 
government in the packers’ trial today. 

The messages, which were sent over 
Armour & Co.'s private wires, were 
identified by H. A. Russell, beef sales 
manager for the company, who was on 
the witness stand all day. 

The government contends the tele- 
grams show the memorandum cost was 
used by Armour & Co. as a basis for 
the selling price, and that the eastern 
representatives were continually urged 
to obtain this figure for thelr product. 

Failure to obtain the memorandum 
cost resulted in the branch house man- 
agers being severely criticised. In 
many instances the Chicago office 
threatened to reduce shipments unless 
better prices were obtained. The gov- 
ernment declares that by this system 
the prices were controlled and all ship- 
ments regulated from the Chicago of- 
fice. 

One of the messages read to the jury. 
was as follows:

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DYNAMITE PLOT 


Intimated Defendants Are Pie 
paring ‘to Tell All” 


Government Charges That 40,- 
000 Communications Show 
That Officers of Union Con- 
ducted Systematic Campaign 
of Destruction. 


Indianapolis, Ind., February 16.—Inti- 
mations were said to have Leen receiv- 
ed by the government today that some 
of the defendants in the dynamite con- 
spiracy cases were preparing “‘‘to tell 
all they knew.” 

The statements followed the gov- 
ernment's charges that 40,000 letters 
and telegrams taken from the Interna- 
tional Association of Bridge and Struc- 
tural Iron Workers showed that Frank 
M. Ryan, president; Herbert S. Hockin, 
second vice president and member of 
the executive board, and business 
agents conducted the dynamite plots 
through the mail, pointed out “jobs” 
to be blown up, and maintained a sys- 
tem of destruction against non-union 
iron and steel contractors. 

Asked if any negotiations had been 
opened with him concerning the de- 
fendants, United States District Attor- 
ney Miller said: 

“IT wouldn't be surprised 
shown soon that something 
had happened.”’ 

W. N. Harding, counsel for Ryan and 
the international officlals of the iron 
workers, held a long conference with 
Mr. Miller today, but it was not dis- 
closed what was considered.

“To the Secretary of War: Upon his 


officially retireg “upon his own appli- 
cation” and instructed him to proceed 
to his home. The order closeq with 
the words “the travel directed is 
necessary in the military service.” 

As a retired officer of his rank, Gen- 
eral Ainsworth will draw an annual 
salary of $6,000. He will lose his al- 
lowance of approximately $2,000 which 
he had while on active duty. 

The voluntary application for retire- 
ment by General Ainsworth quashes 
any charges against him. 


Court-Martial Quashked. 


The unexpected turn. of events, 
which came late in the afternoon, put 
an end to the department's prepara- 
tion for the court-martial. Earlier in 
the day telegraphic inquiries had 
been made of a half-dozen retired 
officers of high rank if they were 
prepare to serve, while instructions 
had been sent to a line officer outside 
of Washington to report at once, pre- 
sumably to officiate as judge advocate 
of the court. Judge Advocate General] 
Crowder also had been busily engaged 
in putting in legal form the charges 
against the adjutant general. 

There was much surprise and some 
consternation among General  dAins- 
worth’s friends and adherents when 
word of his voluntary retirement 
reached the house. Unofficially, plans 
had been made to inquire into the 
methods of the war department 
through the medium of a congressional 
inquiry and these were nullified. Many 
expressed disappointment at the offi- 
cer’s action. 

Chairman Hay Sorry. 


“Toam sorry-the general took that 
course,” said Chairman Hay, of the 


military affairs committee. “But his 
action, it would seem to mé¢, ends the 
matter.” 

General Ainsworth tanight would 
discuss neither his action nor his 
plans. Other officers of the army con- 
nected with the suspension incident 
declined to discuss it.

miles. The last leg of his long jour- 
ney was negotiated without a single 
mishap.

His flight to the beach began at 1 
o'clock and was completed a half-hour 
later.

Madrid, Spain, February 16.—A most 
important step has been taken in ne- 
gotiations between Spain and France 
on the subject of Morocco. The Span- 
ish government today accepted the 
British proposition in regard to the 
collection of customs, the proceeds of | 
which are to be used in liquidating the 
Morocean loans from 1904-1910. 

Spain had entered a decided objec- 
tion to the collection of the customs 
by the “French, acting as representa-* 
tives of givers of the loans.

_ Industrial Conditioris. 


New York, February 16.—Theodore 
Roosevelt hag an editorial article in 
the current issue of The Outlook on 
“A Phase of Industrial Justice.” 

After describing a visit to a model 
factory and dwelling on certain phases 
of the relations between employer and 
employee, Mr Roosevelt says: 

“the president in a recent message 
has recommended the creation by con- 
gress of a commission to look into in- 
dustrial conditions in this country. It 
is earnestly to be hoped that republi- 
cans and democrats, wise progressives 
and wise conservatives, will all alike 
back up this action. Such a commis- 
sion could not but do good. If prop- 
erly made up, it would approach the 
matter of industrial reiations without 
prejudice as betwe@: employers’ asso- 
ciations and labor unions. It would 
look at the matter from the point of 
View of the public interest, with con- 
cern to work for the prevention of 
unnecessary labor disputes, and for 
settling those that do arise on a just 
and permanent basis. Such a com- 
mission of. wise, public-spirited and 
well-informed citizens would look 
carefully and without prejudice into 
the existing grievances of labor, and 
would examine the means which are 
available for righting them, and the 
plans which are being tried in this 
country or abroad for preventing and 
settling disputes. It would examine 
into the functions and efficiency of 
state and federal labor bureaus, and 
would report as to existing labor laws 
so that we might know whether they 
are adequate and correspond to our 
present needs as a people. It would 
work along any line of profitable in- 
quiry whicn might be suggested. Sure- 
rly, there is now a widespread and deep 
public interest in this vital subject, 
and an earnest desire to know whether 
Our existing mechanism for preventing 
and settling labor disputes and for 
helping the cause of social justice as 
regaras both employer and wage- 
earner cannot be improved. 

“Undoubtedly the remedy must in 
large part be found in the action of 
the several states rather than in the 
federal government, and undoubtedly 
it must also in large part be féund in 
voluntary arrangements between em- 
ployers and employee, and in a higher 
general recognition of the need of 
justice and fair dealing. But only an 
inquiry by the federal government can 
be really authoritative and satisfac- 
tory and can really cover all the dif- 
ferent sides of the matter and throw 
full light upon all the puzzling, baf- 
filng, complicated and vitally impor- 
tant questions involved.” 


WANTS MORE POWER FOR 
COMMERCE COMMISSION 


Washington, February 16.—Sweep- 
ing powers for the interstate com- 
merce commission were advocated to- 
day by Commissioner B. H. Meyer be- 
fore the house committee on interstate 
commerce. The commissioner declared 
that unless tfe commission was given 
the right to make a physical valuation 
of railroad property and to supervise 
the securities of the various compa- 
nies, both present and future, the de- 
termination of the fairness of rates 
would be difficult. 

Unless these added powers are re- 
posed in the commission, the commis- 
Sioner declared, it would be compelled, 
as at present, to grope affer the basic 
facts to determine what rates should 
be.

YUAN PROCLAIMED AS 
SECOND WASHINGTON 


Nanking, February 16.—The _ re- 
publicans in telegraphing the news of 
his selection as president of the Chi- 
nese republic to Yuan Shi Kai at Pekin 
informed him that he was second only 
to George Washington, who was the 
only other president of a republic who 
had been unanimously elected. 

‘' Pekin, China, February 16.—Procla- 
mation of the republic of'China is be- 
ing celebrated in many cities. 

General Li Yuan Heng, the republic- 
an military leader at Hankow, who 
Was appointed vice president of the 
republic by Sun Yat Sen, urges thfe 
selection of Wu Chang as the capital 
of the republic. It is thought he is 
doing this with a view to assisting 
Yuan Shi Kai by splitting opinion 
among the republicans in the south. 


Pekin, February 16.—In an inter- 
view with the Associated Press today 
Yuan Shi Kai said: 

“Owing to lack of experience the 
republican government will make 
many errors. Having been elected 
president, I will undertake the task.” 

Yuan said he had a great admira- 
tion for Dr, Sun Yat Sen, who had 
shown himself a true patriot. 

Yuan is determined not to go to 
Nanking ang is endeavoring to per- 
suade the Nanking assembly that his 
presence there is not necessary, at the 
Same time pointing out the dangerous 
possibility of the monarchial party en- 
deavoring to re-establish itself in 
power. He also told them of the 
threatening situation in Manchuria, 
where foreign intervention is probable 
if control ig relaxed. There is also 
danger, he considers, of anarchy in 
the northern provinces and the Man- 
chu troops are very difficult to con- 
trol. 

The princess of the imperial court 
are beseeching Yuan Shi Kai not to 
leave Pekin for fear something will 
happen to the court, which trusts 
only to him for its safety and fulfill- 
ment of the pledges given by the re- 
publicans. 

Yuan Shi Kai today seemed much 
less worried than he has been for 
some time. He apparently believes 
that the Nanking assembly cannot 
stand in the way of the unity of the 
country on the question of the choice 
of a capital. He has issueg orders 


} for the northern army to cease its op- 


position to the republican troops, who 
are now permitted to enter the north- 
ern lines with absolute freedom.

Counsel's Alfzmpt to Obtain} 


Stay Comes Too Late, 


Messenger Arrives After Shi- 
blawski Brothers Have Been 
- Executed—Sommerling and 


Schultz Follow When Jailer 
Refuses Verbal Summons. 


Chicago, February 16.—Five mur- 
derers were hanged in the county jail 
today, four of them ‘+eing hanged 
While counsel were vainly trying to 
secutTe a stay order on the ground that 
the condemned men’ were ‘insane, 

The men were Frank Shiblawski, 
Ewald Shiblawski, his brother; Phil- 
ip Sommerling and Thomas Schultz, 
Slayers of Fred W. Guelzow, Jr. a 
truck farmer, who was held up, robbed 
and murdered while he was returning 
to his Wome in the outskirts of the 
City last October; and Thomas Jen- 
nings, a negro convicted on finger- 
print evidence of the murder of Clar- 
ence Hiller, whose home he ‘tried to 
rob in September, 1910. 

The Shiblawski brothers were the 
first to mount the scaffold and the 
drop had svarcely fallen when a bailiff 
from Judge McKinley cf the superior 
court rushed into the jail office and 
summoned Jailor Davies to court. 

The cOmmand was not obeyed and 
instead Chief Deputy Sheriff Peters 
telephoned to the judge that two of 
the men had been hanged and that 
the executions would proceed unless a

Brandt at the time of his arrest fur 
alleged burglary at the home of Morti- 
mer L. Schiff were burned, the grand 
jury adjourned its investigation until 
Monday.

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State Claims Exemption Was 
Forfeited by the Transfer 
of Lease—Former Attorney 
General J. C. Hart Engaged 
to Push Cases for State. 


Fi, fas. for taxes held to be due the 
state by the Southwestern and the Au- 
gusta and Savannah railroad were is- 
sued yesterday by Comptroller General 
W. A. Wright, and will be levied at 
once, , 

The fi. fa. against the Southwestern 
calls for the payment of $16,205.33, 
taxes due the state for the year 1911. 

That against the Augusta and Sa- 
vannah calls for 4,709.44, state taxes 
for the same year. 

These. amounts, however, are but just 
a beginning of what the two railroads 
will be called on to pay, should the de- 
cision go against them. 

The state would, in that event, claim 
back taxes for at least seven years, 
in addition to current and back taxes 
for each county and municipal corpo- 
ation which the roads traverse. © 

They Claim Exemption. 

Under the charters granted them by 
the state the Southwestern and Augus- 
ta and Savannapj’ railroads were given 
perpetual exemption from taxation, un- 
der certain restrictions, | except one- 
half of one per cent on their net in- 
come, the same as in the case of: the 
Georgia railroad. 

They have paid this one-half of one 
per cent, and the state has credited 
them. with that amount in issuing the 
fi. fas. 

Now the contention is made by Judge 
John’ C. Hart, former attorney general 
of Georgia, who will urge it in behalf 
of the state, that when the leases of 
these two railroads were transferred 
from the old Central Railroad and 
Banking Company, to its successor un- 
der the reorganization, the Central of 
Georgia Railway Company, the right 
of exemption was thereby forfeited. 

This transfer was made about 1895, 
and if liable at all, they would be lia- 
Lle for back taxes to that year except 
for a déaision of the supreme court 
which limits the collection of back 
taxes to seven years. 

Judge Hart Employed. 

Judge Hart has been employed by 
the governor to represent the state in 
conjunction with Attorney General T. S. 
Felder, in the litigation which will fol- 
low to determine the liability of these 
roads to taxation. 

Whatever liability there is in reality 
would devolve upon the. Central of 
Georgia, as it holds the two roads. un- 
der a practically perpetual lease, and 
they are really a part of that system. 

The main line of the Southwestern 
extends from Macon to Albany, with 
branches to Columbus, Ga., Eufaula 
and Dothan, Ala. 

The main line of the Augusta and 
Savannah extends from Augusta to 
Milien where it connects with the main 
line of the Central of Georgia, between 
Savannah and Macon. _- 

Thé franchise. valuation of the two 
roads is not included in the amount 
of taxes levied in the fi. fas, except 
nominally;.and it has been decided to 
await the determination of the court in 
the matter of Hability,. before making 
decision as -to the franchise assess- 


ments.
